Bro- 
ther Simmons  continued  to  secure  subscriptions 
and  collect  the  notes  and  pledges.  He  has  for 
the  past  year  had  the  general  superintendence 
of  the  hospital.  In  all  this  time  and  the  various 
kinds  of  work  he  has  done  he  has  labored  and 
prayed  in  a heroic  spirit,  and  has  Been  the  fruits 
of  it  in  the  beautiful  building  which  now  adorns 
the  best  situation  in  Jackson.  Not  only  the 
building  itself,  but  the  work  that  has  been  and 
will  be  done  in  it  will  be  a monument  of  his 
faithfulness.  In  these  times  of  depression  the 
income  of  the  hospital  has  not  been  able  to  meet 
the  expenses,  and  the  superintendent  with  his 
usual  unselfishness,  has  sacrificed  himself.  He 
is  an  unusually  good  preacher,  and  the  church 
will  be  fortunate  that  secures  his  services.  He 
will  continue  to  serve  the  hospital  till  April 
first.  Temporary  arrangements  have  been  made 
by  the  executive  committee  for  its  supervision, 
and  the  work  Is  constantly  growing  in  volume 
and  in  favor.  t

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DOWN  AND  OUT  CHRISTIANS.

There  are  a great  many  down-and-outs  in 
the  financial  world,  in  the  industrial  world, 
andfin  the  religious  world.  Many  of  them 
are  to  be  censured,  a host  of  them  to  be  pit- 
ied, and  all  of  them  should  be  helped  and 
given  a message  of  hope.  Faith  and  hope 
are  so  related  that  you  cannot  have  one 
without  th^  other,  and  whatever  inspires 
faith  and  stimulates  hope  is  a blessing.  Hope 
is  precisely  that  whieh  men  want,  faith  and 
trust  is  of  the  same  nature;  all  of  them  are 
golden  cords  which  lead  up  to  the  Throne; 
and  by  them  men  draw  themselves  into  the 
future.  It  is  better  to  look  to  the  future 
than  to  brood  over  the  past.  Hope  is  pleas- 
ure-bearing. It  has  in  it  encouragement, 
sweetness  and  enjoyment;  it  brings  us  to  a 
growing  and  glorious  fuiure.  Sometimes 
people  say,  “I  have  a hope,”  meaning  they 
, have  gone  through  certain  experiences. 
Hope  is  of  such  a nature  as  to  give  impetus 
and  courage,  by  which  men  are  made  will- 
ing to  work  and  wait.  A boy  who  is  learn- 
ing to  carve  must  mot  become  discontented 
and  dissatisfied  with  his  clumsy  hand.  He 
would  not  think  of  trying  to  throw  his 
hand  away,  or  of  accusing  himself  of  hav- 
ing no  hand.  Yet  men  do  that  very  thin& 
in  religion. 

If  a person  is  studying  art  and  the  hand 
smears  the  colors,  they  do  not  beat  and 
bruise  the  hand,  but  with  patience  they  con- 
tinue the  work:  We  must  not  vex  and  abuse 
ourselves  because  we  make  blunders,  and 
say,  ”1  am  no  Christian;  I have  no  gracious 
affection.  This  old  filthy  soul  of  mine,  this 
mean  conscience  of  mine,  this  erring  dis- 
position of  mine.”  If  you  are  not  living 
the  Christian  life  perfectly,  then  patiently 
try  to  improve  it.  Let  us  live  with  our 
lives  projecting  onward  and  upward.  Let 
us  throw  forward  our  life  and  run  after  it. 
Any  presentation  of  the  gospel  which  does 
not  produce ' a cheerful  forelooking  is  de- 
fective. If  your  religion  fills. you  with  dis- 
pondency_  and  overpowers  you  with  a sense 
of  difficulty,  and  makes  the  heart  gloomy, 
then  it  is  untrue  to  the  spirit  of  the  gospel. 
Men  are  not  like  a shuttle  in  a loom,  in? 
pell^d  bj  a*  irresistible  powet,  hela  by 
fat*,  but  into  their  hands  is  committed  the 
weaving  of  the  fabric  of  fate. 

‘“The  years  ofx,man  are  the  looms 'of  God, 
Let  down  from  the  place  of  the  sun, 
Wherein  we  are  weaving  always 
Till  the  mystic  web  is  done. 

‘‘Weaving  blindly,  but- weaving  surely, 
Each  for  himself  his  fate. 

We  may  not  see  how  the  right  side  looks— 
We  can  only  weave . and  wait. 

‘ But  looking  above  for  the  pattern, 

No  weaver  hath  need  to  fear 


Only  let  him  look  clear  into  Heaven. 

The  perfect  pattern  is  there. 

‘‘If  he  keeps  the  face  of  the  Savior 
Forever  and  always  in  sight, 

His  toil  shall  be  sweeter  than  honey, 

His  weaving  is  sure  to  be  right. 

‘“And  when  the  task  is  ended 
And  the  web ' is  turned  and  shown, 

He  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Master; 

It  shall  say  to  him,  ‘Well  done.'  ” 

The  gospel  is  a message  of  good  news, 
and  any  presentation  of  the  gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  that  does  not  come  to  the 
world  as  the  balmy  days  of  May  come  to 
the  yet  unlocked  Northern  zones;  any  way 
of  preaching  the  love  of  God  in  Christ  Je- 
sus which  is  not  as  full  of  sweetness  as 
the  voice  of  the  angels  when  they  sang  at 
the  Advent,  any  mode  of  making  known  the 
proclamation  of  mercy  which  has  not  at 
least  as  many  birds  as  there  are  in  June, 
and  as  many  fiowers  as  the  dumb  meadow 
knows  how  to  bring  forth;  any  method  of 
bringing  before  men  the  doctrine  of  salva- 
tion which  does  not  make  every  one  feel 
‘‘there  is  hope  for  me — in  God,  in  the  divine 
plan,”  is  spurious,  is  a slander  on  God,  and 
a blasphemy  against  love.  We  should  be 
men  of  hope,  and  not  men  of  caution,  and 
fear,  and  hesitancy.  If  you  want  a harvest 
you  must  sow  the  seed ; and  if  you  honestly 
want  to  live  right,  and  will  put  yourself  in 
the  condition  which  the  Scriptures  recom- 
mend, the  result  is  certain. ' We  need  to  be 
dominated  and  controlled  by  love.  You  can- 
not bribe  love;  we  are  not  to  be  controlled 
by  law,  but  by  love.  We  are  saved  by  hope, 
not  fear,  not  by  conscience,  nor  by  regrets 
of  the  past,  nor  by  a realization  of  the  bar- 
renness of  the  present,  but  by  the  future 
made  radiant  by  the  glow  of  God’s  face 
filled  with  gracious  promises  of  mercy.  Our 
hope  lies  in  the  forgiving  love  of  God,  and 
in  this  love  is  hope  for  everybody.  Poor, 
trembling,  unhappy  soul,  do  not  think  that 
your  hope  lies  in  making  your  old  clothes 
seem  as  good  as  new.  Do  not  cast  away 
your  hope,  you  that  go  astray  and  are 
obliged  to  register  against  yourself  great 
mistakes,  you  that  stumble  and  fight  man- 
fully against  inordinate  affections  and 
strong  and  fle.j  lu»v.  you  10  Witom  we  is  - 
battle.  There  is  hope  for  those  who  long 
for  love,  for  purity,  for  joy,  for  peace.  Let 
us  come  forth  from  bondage,  let  us  escape 
from  the  prison  house.  We  are  Christ’s  sons 
—let  us  wear  his  badges,  and  put  on  the 
raiment  that  belongs  to  His  children.  If 
you  are  storm-driven  and  weather-bound, 
and  frosted  or  frozen,  and  fruitless  and  un- 
bearing, and  you  are  seeking  fairer  climes,

your  strength  is  not  in  your  own  goodness, 
but  in  God ’8  lovexand  hope.  The  Spirit  of 
God  seeks  you,  and  will  work  mightily  in 
you,  unfolding  your  nature.

THE  BIBLE  ON  PRAYER 

(E.  L.  Wesson.) 

There  are  many  strange  things  in  the  ways 
of  God,  as  revealed  in  the  Bible  to  us,  and 
to  me  one  of  the  strangest  is  the  revelation 
concerning  prayer.  Looking  at  God,  as 
Christ  revealed  Him,  as  more  ready  to  give 
good  things  to  His  children  than  we  are 
to  bless  our  own,  it  would  seem  that  all 
that  we  would  have  to  do  to  get  everything 
we  need  to  honor  God  and  bring  blessings 
on  ourselves  would  be  to  simply  ask  it  of 
Him.  But  not  so,  says  His  word.  Instead 
of  that  we  are  taught  that  if  we  receive  we 
must  importune. 

That  fact  makes  the  old  infidel  question, 
‘‘Why  should  a child  have  to  beg  his  father 
for  a blessing?”  A hard  question.  Such 
a question  is  a natural  one.  We  are  com- 
pelled to  admit  that  the  Bible  teachings  con- 
cerning prayer  suggects  that  very  question 
In  all  of  the  Bible  teachings  concerning 
prevailing  prayer  stress  is  laid  on  the  inten- 
sity of,  the  praying.  Although  God  know* 
what  we  need  before  we  ask  Him;  and  al- 
though He  has  had  it  written,  ‘‘Ask  and  ye 
shall  receive;”  and  although  we  are  warned 
against  using  ‘‘vain  repetitions,”  etc.,  yet 
He  has  commanded  us  to  ‘‘pray  without  ceas- 
ing;” ‘‘to  continue  instant  in  prayer;”  and 
has  sa:d  ‘‘That  men  ought  always  to  pray 
and  not  to  faint.”  And  in  the  illustrations 
of  prayer,  as  used  by  Christ  Himself,  plead- 
ing and  importunity  are  stressed  as  neces- 
sary. Take  the  case  of  the  widow  and  the 
unjust  judge,  Lk..  18:1-8;  and  the  case  of 
the  needy  friend,  Lk.  11 :5-10.  Is  not  the 
idea  there  that  each  one  got  what  was 
sought  by  continued  importunity?  And  did 
not  the  Lord  apply  each  case  to  prayer? 
Then  in  His  dealings  with  the  poor  woman, 
who  chme  in  behalf  of  the  demonized  daugh- 
ter, Mt.  15:21-28,  we  have  a perfect  demon- 
stration of  the  parables  in  Lk.  11  and  18. 
Why  these  pictures  of  pleading  and  impor- 
tunity if  God  is  more  willing  to  give  to  us 
than  we  are  to  give  to  our  own?  We  can- 
not deny  that  these  are  God-given  illustra- 
tions because  they  were  given  by  our  Lord 
Himself.  But  why  did  He  give  sueh  pictures 
after  telling  us  of  God’s  readiness  to  bless? 
These  are  natural  questions;  for  these  illus- 
trations are  in  exact  accord  with  all  of  the 
Bible  pictures  of  prevailing  prayer.  Think 
of  Abraham  pleading  for  Sodom;  of  Jacol 
wrestling  with  the  unknown  one  b’  the 
br^k;  of  Hama  age. airing  *ofore  the  tem- 
ple until  the.  priest  thought  her  drunk. 
Then  think  of  Daniel’s  importunate  plead- 
ing, as  recorded  in  Dan.  9.  The  whole  Bible 
lays  stress  on  the  intenaeness  of  praying- 
But  one  of  the  most  remarkable  statements 
concerning  prayer,  the  prayer  of  one  person 
for  another,  is  recorded  in  Colossians  4.1- 
There  Paul  tells  the  Colossians  that  Epapb- 
ras  labored  fervently  for  them  in  prayer. 
The  Greek  word  there  rendered  ‘‘laboring 
fervently”  is  agonizomenoe,  and  it  means 
‘‘striving,  struggling,  agonizing.’  Think  o 
the  statement,  that  a man  agonized  in  Pra-er 
for  others,  and  that  right  in  the  face  of  1 ’* 
statement  that  God  knows  what  we  nee 
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before  we  ask  Him;  and  that  other  state- 
ment that  He  is  more  ready  to  give  to  us 
than  we  are  to  give  to  our  own.  Why  such 
agonizing?  Surely  it  must  have  been  neces- 
sary and  beneficial,  for  in  another  place  we 
find  Paul  himself  writing,  ‘‘I  beseech  you, 
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even  though  we  cannot  know  why  we  n°ed 
to  agonize.  ' 

Let  me  say  it  humbly,  according  to  the 
Bible  teachings  and  illustrations  of  prevail- 
ing prayer,  we  are  losing,  0,  we  are  losing 
much  because  our  prayers  are  tame  and  de-

and  for  the  love  of  the  Spirit,  that  you 
strive  together  with  me  in  your  prayers  to 
God  for  me.  Rom.  15:30. 

Why  should  they  strive?  That  is  what 
the  text  means,  for  it  is  the  Greek  word 

H 

which  really  means  ‘‘to  agonize  together.” 
Now  if  Paul  was  writing  by  the  inspiration 
of  the  Spirit,  as  we  believe,  then  the  Spirit 
not  only  sanctioned  but  directed  that  Chris- 
tians agonize  in  prayer  for  each  other,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  air  are  children 
of  the  same  good,  heavenly  Father.  Why 
is  it  so?  Why  have  to  agonize?  We  had 
just  as  well  confess  that  we  cannot  tell.  We 
know  that  it  is  according  to  the  Scriptures, 
but  why  it  need  be  so,  ‘no  man  knows.  God 
has  not  seen  fit  to  reveal  to  us  the  why,  and 
secret  things  belong  to  Him.  Deut.  29:29. 

We  know  nothing  as  to  the  ways  and 
whys  of  God  until  revealed  to  us  by  Him- 
self, but  we  do  know  what  He  says  do,  and 
it  is  ours  to  obey  what  is  revealed  as  duty 
and  wait  God’s  time  to  make  known  His 
whys.  One  thing  is  certain,  the  Bible 
teaches  us  clearly  that  agonizing  prayer  pre- 
vails with  God,  and  to  prevail  is  what  we 
want.  It  is  also  a Bible  fact  that  there  are 
no  marked  instances  -of  prevailing  prayer 
where  there  was  no  agonizing  manifested. 
Jacob  wrestled,  Elijah  got  down  before  God 
and  put  his  face  between  his  hands  and  his 
hands  between  his  knees.  Daniel  put  on 
sack-cloth  arid  ashes  and  cried  mightily. 
Even  our  Lord  Himself  was  in  an  agony 
and  therefore  prayed  more  earnestly.  Oh, 
there  are  so  many  instances  of  agonizing 
prayers  that  prevailed,  that  we  know  that 
agonizing  must  be  God’s  will  concerning  our 
praying.  What  good  does  the  agonizing  do? 

I do  not  know.  But  I do  know  that  the  agon- 
izing prayers  prevailed,  and  I also  know 
that  Paul  by  the  Holy  Spirit’s  inspiration 
asked  the  brethren  to  agonize  in  prayer  to 
God  for  him.  Therefore  I leave  the  why. 

I will  not  stumble  over  that.  It  belongs  to 
God.  I will  leave  that,  to  Him  and,  by  His 
grace,  will  follow  His  revealed  will  con- 
cerning how  to  pray,  and  will  agonize  for 
what  I FEEL  I need  for  His  glory  and  for 
human  good.

That  word  fervent 
comes  from  a word  whieh  means  energy, 
work,  labor.  Oh,  God,  impress  us  with  that 
fact  I My  brethrein,  it  is  the  “fervent 
prayer,  the  energetic  prayer,  the  hot  prayer 
that  "availeth  much.”  God  had  it  in  writ- 
ing for  us.  It  makes  no  difference  why  it  is 
so,  if  we  kpow  that  it  is  e fact,  and  that  it 
succeeds;  for  what  re  want  is  to  prevail  in 
prayer.  It  i*  a pleasure  to  know  just  why 


too  many  of  them  lack  the  prevailing  ele- 
ment of  agonizing  fervor.  According  to  the 
illustrations  of  prevailing  prayer  given  in 
the  Bible,  there  has  never  been  but  little  ob- 
tained by  prayers  that  lacked  the  spirit  of 
agony.  Can’t  you  remember  how  the  old 
fathers  used  to  weep  and  cry  when  they 
prayed?  And  God  heard  their  cries.  0,  God, 
give  to  us  that  spirit  now! 

Perhaps  you  say.  “Agony  of  spirit  can- 
not be  produced  at  will.”  That  is  true,  but 
it  is  also  true  that  if  we  fully  realize  that, 
the  agonizing  cry  prevails  with  God,  if  sea- 
soned with  faith  in  Him,  and  our  needs  heap 
upon  us  like  mountains  too  great  too  bear, 
then  we  will  yield  to  our  deep  sense  of  need 
and  let  our  spirits  agonize,  and  agonizingly 
we  will  pray.  Why  did  our  Lord  give  so 
many  instances  of  agonizing  prayer  that  pre- 
vailed with  God  if  it  was  not  to  teach  us 
thus  to  pray?  Oh,  how  much  I have  lost  right 
there ! I have  tried  to  philosophise,  and  have 
stumbled  at  the  why.  And  I have  lost,  oh, 

I have  lost  so  much.  But,  brethren,  I am 
done  asking  why.  Let  God  attend  to  that. 

I fall  before  Him  now.  J confess  my  folly. 
Now  I will  plead;  yea,  I will  agonize  with 
confidence,  as  my  spirit  feels  its  need;  for 
I know  that  agonizing  prayer  is  according 
to  His  word  and  will  prevail.  God  has  said. 
“Ye  shall'seek  me,  and  shall  find  me.  when 
ye  shall  search  for  me  with  all  your  heart” 
(Jer.  29:13).  By  His  grace,  I will  seek  Him 
thus ; agonizing  at  Ills  feet ; for  I have  lost  so 
much  by  cold  and  formal  praying.

There  are  three  words  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment which  indicate  the  same  person,  only 
looked  at  from  a little  different  point  of 
view.  These  are  “elder”  and  “pastor”  and 
“bishop.”  The  above  is  a matter  of  almost 
universal  agreement  by  students  of  the 
Book.  There  are  three  different  words  in 
the  Greek  just  as  there  are  in  the  English. 
In  English  only  one  of  the  words  is  our  own, 
namely,  “elder;”  one  is  Latin,  namely,  “pas- 
tor,” which  means  shepherd;  the  other, 
“bishop.”  is  Greek  and  means  overseer  or

superintendent.  A pastor  was  called  an  el- 
der because  originally  most  officers  were 
older  men  among  the  Jews,  just  as  the  Rom- 
ans and  Americans  had  and  have  senators 
which  means  the  same  as  elders.  The  chief 
officer  in  a church  was  called  an  elder  be- 
of  this  traditional  sentiment  among

Jews  as  others.  Also  probably  because  he 
was  a man  of  more  mature  knowledge  and 
judgment  than  others,  nut  a novice.  He  was 
also  called  a bishop  because  his  business  was 
to  oversee  all  the  work  of  the  church  and 
the  lives  of  the  people.  For  much  the  same 
and  very  evident  reasons,  he  is  called  a shep- 
herd, because  he  feeds  and  leads  the  flock,  stuffs;  but  $70,000,000  less  of  cotton 
perhaps  also  because  it  was

As  to  the  marriage  relation 
interpretation  is  that  a pastor  or  elder  is  to 
have  hut  one  wife  at  a time.  The  words  do 
not  enable  ns  to  settle  the  matter  absolu'ely.

Is  practical  and  to  the 
point.  From  your  suggestion  to  us  at  Clin- 
ton. in  the  meeting  of  the  assoeiational  rep- 
resentatives I had  already  laun<-hed  the  plan 

at  church,  and  find  that  it  will  work. 

I see  enough  now  to  know  that  the  church 
will  make  the  largest  offering  of  its  history 
for  missions. 

“We  have  already  promised  a coop  of  two 

or  three  dozen  fat  hens,  two  dozen  fryers, 
two  hundred  pounds  of  well  dried  hams  and 
shoulders,  twenty  bushels  of  corn,  one  hush- 


Doing  Our  Best 

The  time  has  come  for  us  to  do  our  best. 
In  fact,  we  always  ought  to  do  that,  but  now 
necessity  demands  it.  The  interests  of  the 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  arc  at  stake  and  only 
the  most  heroic  service  on  otir  part  can  con- 
serve .these  interests. 

Every  pastor  in  Mississippi  ought  to  do  his 
uforin  his  people  about  the* work  of 
the  kingdom. 

Information  is  essential  to  inspiration.  Ig- 
norance kills.  “My  people  perish  for  lack 
of  knowledge.”  The  work  in  our  churches 
is  suffering  for  lack  of  knowledge.  Our  peo- 
ple need  to  know  about  the  commands  of  our 
Lord;  the  needs  of  the  field  and  the  work 
that  Southern  Baptists  are  trying  to  do. 

This  information  can  be,  secured  without 
difficulty.  Our  boards  are  publishing  tracts 
covering  every  phase  of  the  work.  These 
tracts  arc  for  free  distribution.  If  system- 
atically distributed  among  the  people,  they 
will  give  the  information  necessary  to  make 
the  congregation  intelligent  about  the  work. 
This  is  one  of  the  pastor’s  duties.  As  GoJ’s 
undershepherd  he  is  to  give  all  information 
necessary  for  a full  rounded  Christian  life. 

The  pas!  or  should  also  do  his  best  to  se- 
cure the  hearty  co-operation  of  his  people  in 
the  support  of  the  work  of  the  kingdom. 

To  do  this  they  must  be  led  to  pray  for 
the  work  and  for  the  workers.  The  heathen 
should  he  an  object  of  prayer;  the  mission- 
aries on  the  foreign  fields  should  also  he  ob- 
jects of  prayer.  In  the  pulpit  and  in  the 
prayer  meetings  the  pa«tor  should  direct  his 
people  in  their  public  devotion  to  include 
every ‘creature  in  their  petitions  to  a throne 
of  grace.  Such  praying  as  this  will  inevitably 
lead  them  to  a deeper  consideration  of  the 
world-field  and  the.world-work. 

He  should  also  lead  them  in  systematic 
giving  to  the  kingdom.  Their  interest,  sym- 
pathy and  love  should  culminate  in  their 
definite  support.  A man  always  wants  to 
put  himself  into  the  thing  that  he  is  inter- 
ested in.  There  is  no  way  for  a man  to  put 
himself  iuto  a tWSgTf  he  does  not  put  his 
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money  into  it.  No  church  can  ever  be  mis- 
sionary in  fact,  whatever  may  be  its  creed, 
if  it  does  not  contribute  to  the  missionary 
enterprise.  It  is  the  pastor’s  business  as 
God ’8  under-shepherd  to  lead  his  church  to 
be  missionary  in  fact  as  well  as  in  profes-

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AN  EARNEST  WORD  TO  SYSTEMATIC 
GIVERS 


J.  F.  Love,  Home  Secretary,  Foreign  Mission 


Decidedly  the  most  gratifying  thing  con- 
cerning the  present  state  of  the  denomina- 
tional mind  as  affectfhg  mis'ion  work  is  the 
growing  favor  with  which  pastors  and  lead- 
ing church  members  are  looking  upon  the 
matter  of  regular,-  systematic,  proportionate 
giving,  and  the  rapidly  increasing  number 
of  churches  which  are  entering  the  list  of 
such  givers.  This  constitutes  a cause  for 
great  hopefulness  in  the  midst  of  a tempo- 
rary financial  depression  among  our  people 
We  are  anxious  and  doing  everything  we  can 
to  promote  this  method  of  caring  for  every- 
thing financial  in  which  our  churches  are  in- 
terested. 

There  is,  however,  need  for  an  earnest 
word  to  pastors  and  churches  who  have  this 
plan  in  operation.  As  good  as  is  the  plan, 
and  it  is  undoubtedly  the  best  plan,  as  well 
as  the  only  Scriptural  one,  for  the  permanent 
care  of  the  work,  it  must  nevertheless,  not 
be  allowed  to  hurt  that  which  it  was  pro- 
jected to  help.  It  will  do  this  at  least  tem- 
porarily if  it  is  not  reinforced  and  supple- 
mented at  certain  times  and  in  the  interest 
of  certain  objects. 

For  instance  where  a church  has  put  this 
plan  on  in  the  midst  of  the  year,  all  the  great 
objects  which  do  not  share  at  first  in  a full 
year’s  benefit  in  the  plan  must,  in  order  to 
be  taken  care  of,  have  special  collections 
taken  for  them  to  make  up  a full  year’s  con- 
tribution to  these  objects  by  the  members 
of  the  church.  Great  numbers  of  our  churches 
put  the  plan  in  operation  the  first  of  Jan- 
uary. This  allows  foreign  missions  to  share 
in  the  benefits  of  the  plan  but  for  four 
months  in  the  year.  Now  under  no  condi- 
tions and  certainly  not  under  present  condi- 
tions, can  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  have 
its  urgent  and  enlarged  needs  taken  care  of 
if  these  churches  do  not  give  their  members 
•he  opportunity  to  contribute  an  additional 
amount  to  cover  the  other  eight  months  of 
•he  year.  This,  of  course,  works  no  hard- 
*hip  on  anybody,  since  through  the  regular 
a.'stematic  giving  the  members  are  giving 
(tiring  those  four  months  but  one-third  of 
• he  amount  which  they  themselves  say  they 
are  willing  to  give  annually  to  this  cause. 

I most  earnestly  appeal  therefore  to  all  our 
pastors  who  adopted  this  weekly  plan  to  lay 
these  facts  before  their  people.  In  the  per- 
sona] correspondence  which  has  gone  out 
rom  this  office  we  have  endeavored  to  be 
explicit  concerning  the  necewity  for  this 
"pe<  'a*  ottering  in  cases  where  any  object, 
ate,  home  or  foreign  missions,  did  not,  by 
reason  of  the  date  on  w’hich  the  plan  went 

mto  effect,  have  the  benefit  of  a full  year’s 
offering. 

fit' to  in  another  reason  why  the  plan  for 
regular  giving  should  not  in  any  church  in- 
t.ere  "'I*  apecial  offerings  to  the*  great 
jeets.  In  every  church  there  are'aome 
P'0I>lo  "’1*0  cannot  be  persuaded  to  give  reg- 
11  ai"I.v  < and  who  can  be  reached  only  by  spec- 
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ial  collections.  These  ought  not  to  be  ex- 
cused from  giving  because  they  do  not  con- 
cur in  the  systematic  plan  adopted  by  the 
church.  Then,  again,  there  are  some  who 
give  regularly  who  would  like  to  have  oppor- 
tunity, even  in  (he  case  of  an  object  to  which 
the\  have  contributed  for  a whole  year,  to 
make  special  offerings  either  because  of  pe- 
culiar need,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  this  time  or  of  increased  pros- 
perity during  the  year. 

There  is  still  another  reason  why  a great 
object  like  foreign  missions  ought  to  be  set 
before  our  people  in  repeated  special  appeals. 
It  is  the  educational  need  among  onr  people. 
All  of  us  need  to  have  our  knowledge  of  the 
work,  our  interest  in  it  and  the  spirit  of  sac- 
rifice for  it  stimulated  by  informing  and  pas- 
sionate sermons  and  addresses.  If  system- 
atic plans  of  giving  were  allowed  to  rule  out 
these  edneationa]  and  inspirational  appeals 
then  there  would  be  strong  argument  against 
the  system. 

But  we  presume  that  pastors  who  have  had 
‘ interest  enough  in  these  great  causes  to  put 
on  in  any  great  way  the  plans  for  regular 
giving,  have  thought  through  the  whole  mat- 
ter and  are  planning  to  take  care  *>f  foreign 
missions  this  spring  in  a way  to  the  respon- 
sibility of  their  people  at  such  a time  and 
under  such  a world-call  as  now  comes  to 
Southern  Baptists.

I deliver  them  to  my  own  congregation 
once  or  twice  a year,  and  they  never  grow 
old  to  them  Besides,  no  other  subjects  that 
I have  ever  announced  have  provoked  more 
interest,  or  commanded  a finer  hearing 
among  others  than  the  Baptists.  The  right 
kind  of  a discussion  of  the  Baptist  position 
with  reference  to  the  two  ordinances^  like  a 
Baptist  baptizing,  is  always  interesting  to 
these  even  who  do  not  agree  wilh  us. 

I am  making  this  announcement  to  enable 
me  to  say  that  if  there  are  any  Baptist 
churches  in  the  State  that  would  like  to  have 
these  lectures,  I shall  in  so  far  as  I am  able 
to  leave  my  own  work  for  five  days  at  a 
tinj.e,  be  glad  to  come  to  them.  The  only 
plan  is  for  the  pastor  to  announce  the  series 
on  Sunday  and  have  me  begin  Monday  night 
and  concluding  Friday  night.

BAPTIST  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL.

One  Brother 
Quisenberry,  of  Covington,  Tenn.,  and  Bro- 
ther Smalley*  of  Ripley,  Tenn.,  were  the  only 
ones  who  replied;  and  we  received  no  help. 
This  is  not  a criticism  but  a plea  to  help  us 
make  this  the  biggest  asset  of  our  denomina- 
tion. At  every  convention  we  have  attend- 
ed, the  pastors  deplore  that  business  men 
ore  not  more  interested  in  religious  affairs. 
You  have  business  men  in  charge;  will  you 
back  them  up!  How!  By  loyalty  to  our 
hospital. 

Do  not  let  any  doctor  talk  you  out  of  com- 
ing to  your  own  hospital ; none  have  any  bet- 
ter service;  not  one  lower  priced.  We  have 
not  had  a single  complaint  from  doctor  or 
patient  since  January  first,  about  price*  or 
anything  else. 

The  conventions  of  Mississippi,  Arkansas 
and  Tennessee  promised  ns  $20,000  this  year. 
Will  yon  do  your  best  to  see  that  promise  is 
paid!  We  are  doing  a splendid  work  Hos- 
pital is  practically  full  (see  ad  in  this  issue). 

We  want  Baptists 
to  support  and  help  ns.

We  have  no 'words  at  our  command  to 
express  our  appreciation  of  the  loving  kind- 
ness of  those  who  have  had  a part  in  this 
work.  Please  accept  the  sincere  gratitude  of 
our  hearts  for  this  gift,  and  may  the  Giver 
of  all  .good  things  reward  you  for  your  labor 
of  love  Our  Association  missionary  says 
that  the  greatest  day  that  comes  to  the  fam- 
ily of  a Western  preacher  is  when  the  mis- 
sionary box  is  received.  If  you  could  have 
been  here  and  have  seen  us  when  the  box 
was  opened  you  could  testify  to  the  truth  of 
- his  statement. 

I was  away  from  home  when  the  box  ar- 
rived, and  Mrs.  Armstrong  did  not  open  it 
that  day  but  on  Saturday  she  drove  out 
whare  I was.  ten  miles  from  home,  and  we 
drove  home  after  ^ supper.  Of  course  we 
couldn’t  wait  till  Monday,  but  unpacked 
it  then  and  there.  Mary  actually  goes  to  bed 
about  8 o’clock,  but  she  couldn’t  sleep  till 
she  had  seen  Hie  red  sweater,  segt  by  Mas- 
ter Carl  Huber.  And  the  rest  of  us  were 
no  better  Everything  fits  nicely  and  is  just 
what  was.  needed.  I really  don’t  know  how 
we  could  have  gotten  through  the  winter 
without  the  help  you  have  given  us.  But  I 
am  sure  there  would  have  been  some  way. 
God  always  provides  for  the  needs  of  His 
children.  We  had  already  been  compelled 
to  buy  some  things  before  we  heard  we  were 
to  get  a box-,  and  1 used  the  five  dollars 
sent  by  the  Georgetown  women  to  pay  for 
them,  as  we  had  to  have  them  “charged.” 

We  felt  that  we  wanted  to  divide  with 
another  preacher.  Brother  T.  A.  Butler,  of 
Arnett,  who  is  in  need,  and  who  will  pre-

Mrs.  Margaret  Armstrong  Waller. 

A great  woman  in  Zion  entered  into  her 
rest,  a devout  Christian  ended  her  labor,  and 
a benignant  leader  ceased  from  her  activity 
when  the  immortal  spirit  of  Mrs.  Margaret 
Armstrong  Waller  “returned  to  the  God 
who  gave  it.” 

Universal  sorrow  reigns  at  her  death 
among  her  eo-laborers  and^associates  in  the 
religious  and  philanthropic  causes  with 
which  she  was  so  long  identified  in  the  city, 
State  and  Southland. 

Born  at  Florence,  Ala.,  of  noble  parentage, 
in  an  environment  of  piety  and  culture,  the 
daughter  of  Rev.  Platt  and  Margaret  Cham- 
bers Stout,  she  possessed  rare  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  and  gracious,  gentle  charms 
of  personality,  which  embodied  in  her  an 
ideal,  exalted,  Christian  womanhood. 

Coming  to  Montgomery  in  1852,  soon  after 
her  marriage  to  the  late  William  W.  Waller, 
one  of  our  best  known  citizens  she  imme- 
diately connected  herself  with  the  First*  Bap* 
tist  church,  and  has  been  for  the  past  sixty- 
three  years  prominent  and  devoted  to  its 
woman 's  work.  She  was  long  an  officer  in 
the  Ladies’  Aid  Society,  organized  in  1835, 
and  which  contributed  largely  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  frame  and  brick  building  and  to 
the  magnificent  stone  edifice  now  nearing 
completion.  Her  love  for  God  made  His 
house  her  heart’s  home.  In  caring  for  the 
poor,  ministering  to  the  sick  and  suffering, 
the  dying  and  bereaved,  freely  were  poured 
out  her  life’s  obligations. 

Hers  was  a great  missionary  spirit,  whose 
unchanging  interest  and  effort  were  ever  ex- 
erted in  carrying  the  glad  tidings  of  salva- 
tion unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth, 
and  she  ever  kept  in  close  touch  with  our 
emissaries  of  the  cross  in  foreign  and  home 
lands.  She  was  the  founder  and  for  thirty- 
three  years  the  president  of  the  Woman’s 
Missionary  Society — from  1881  to  1914 — and 
ever  inspired  and  stimulated  her  constituen- 
cy to  the  noblest,  truest  and  best  endeavors 
for  the  great  cause  of  missions. 

The  Margaret  Home,  given  by  her  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  F.  R.  Chambers,  of  New  York,  to 
the  Southern  Union,  and  named  for  her, 
proved  a veritable  home  for  missionaries’ 
children  and  a*  resting  place  for  missionaries 
resting  from  labor  in  the  home  land. 

We  sadly  mourn  the  departure  of  a noble 
leader,  a beloved  associate,  a generous  con- 
tributor. a devoted  and  beloved  handmaiden 
of  our  Lord.

My  expenses  were  paid  by  the  Pon- 
totoc  church.  How  much  I appre- 
ciate It  I have  no  language  to  tell. 

I will  not  attempt  It.  My  reception 
was  beyond  my  expectation.  I did  not 
Know  I had  so  many  friends  nor  did 
I know  the  depth  or  tenderness  of 
the  love  of  my  truest  and  most  tried 
ones.  Among  the  things  that  stirred 
my  heart  profoundly,  was  the  request 
from  the  colored  people  that  they  be 
permitted  to  occupy  a part  of  the 
auditorium  when  my  time  came  to 
speak;  and  they  were  there.  Ood 
bless  them! 

And  my!  what  a splendid  house 
they  had  bullded!  It  Is  of  white 
brick,  put  together  with  a black  mor- 
tar, and  is  so  constructed  that  when 
thrown  open.  It  seats  1.100,  and  ev- 
eryone directly  faces  the  pulpit.  It 
Is  a model  of  neatness  and  conven- 
ience within,  with  a state  house  ap- 
pearance without.  Hard  by  tt.  and 
of  the  same  material,  was  almost 
completed  a new  8-room  pastor's 
borne.  When  It  Is  remembered  that 
there  have  been  no  calla  for  help 
from  outside  sources,  and  that  the 
house  w-aa  dedicated  free  of  debt,  and 
that  it  was  all  done  In  a year,  when 
cotton,  our  only  money  crop,  was 
selling  at  half-price — a year  of  al- 
most unprecedented  financial  strin- 
gency— It  Is  a marvel.  Ita  explana- 
tion lies  in  the  fact  that  there  was 
not  a pull  back  In  the  whole  under- 
taking; they  saw  eye  to  eye  and  all 
spake  the  name  thing.  Nor  were 
• here  any  church  suppers  or  baxaars 
— no  clap-trap  methods  to  get 
money.  The  thing  is  realised  that  I 
longed  to  see — a commodious  house 
of  worship  at  Pontotoc  built,  really 
built  by  the  church. 

Their  pastor,  T.  L.  Holcomb,  Is 
held  in  very  high  esteem  and  Justly 
so.  As  I saw  him  move  humbly  and 
yet  with  ease  among  the  people  my 
heart  went  all  the  way  down  into 
the  piny  woods  of  Mississippi  and 
joined  hard  with  his  father's  heart  In 
-hanking  God  for  his  boy.  He  lias 
the  church's  confidence  and  my  pro- 
ioundest  good  wishes.
